Although  the  sound  issues  on  the  Holding  Company  have  seemed  to  lessen  (for  now)  we  have  another  issue  you  might 
be  able  to  offer  some  advice  or  help  on. 

Our  neighbors  behind  us  use  their  house  strictly  for  AirB&B  rentals,  which  means  that  it  is  generally  unoccupied  most 
of  the  time.  Which  wouldn't  be  an  issue  except  for  the  fact  they  seem  to  simply  neglect  it. 

There  is  no  garage  door  on  their  garage  and  this  has  led  to  homeless  moving  in  on  more  than  one  occasion.  One  of 
whom  has  climbed  onto  out  property  and  up  onto  our  roof.  The  homeless  also  go  through  the  trash  cans  and  just 
spread  it  all  over. 

On  top  of  this,  there  is  graffiti  that's  been  on  the  garage  for  over  a  month  now. 

We  have  to  look  out  our  window  at  this  and  worry  that  the  homeless  it  attracts  will  not  only  trash  our  property,  but 
could  potentially  cause  other  issues  such  of  fire  or  drug  use. 

This  is  not  an  issue  that  only  affects  my  property,  it  is  something  all  of  the  surrounding  property  owners  have  worries 
about. 


What  are  our  options  here?  What  are  the  home  owners  responsibilities  regarding  securing  their  property?
